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Toxicology  of  Silvarsan, 

A  Paper  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  (I.,  1916, 
p.  473),  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Willeox  and  Mr.  John  Webster, 
F.I.C.,  dealing  with  the  toxicology  of  salvarsan,  is  pre- 
faced by  a  concise  statement  regarding  the  uses,  chemical 
constitution,  and  tests  for  salvarsan  and  neo-salvarsan.  The 
opinion  is  given  that  kharsivan,  or  British-made  salvarsan, 
is  practically  identical  in  its  physiological  and  therapeutic 
effects  with  the  German  product.  The  toxic  action  of 
kharsivan  is  certainly  not  greater  than  that  of  salvarsan. 

Chemical  Society. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  Fellows  was  held  on  March  30 
at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.,  when  the 
President  (Dr.  Alexander  Scott,  F.R.S.)  was  re-elected.  In 
the  list  of  Vice-Presidents  the  only  changes  were  the  elec- 
tion of  Dr.  G.  G.  Henderson  and  Dr.  Arthur  Lapworth  in 
place  of  Dr.  H.  B.  Baker  and  Dr.  H.  T.  Brown.  The 
new  members  of  the  Council  were  Mr.  A.  C.  Chapman, 
Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  Dr.  R.  H.  Pickard,  and  Dr.  Frank  L. 
Pyman,  who  replace  Dr.  T.  M.  Lowry,  Mr.  W.  Macnab, 
Dr.  E.  J.  Russell,,  and  Dr.  J.  M.  _  Thomson,  F.R.S.  A 
long  discussion  took  place  regarding  the  question  of 
removing  the  names  of  alien  enemies  from  the  l:st  of 
honorary  and  foreign  members,  the  paragraph  in  the 
report  dealing  with  this  matter  being  eventually  referred 
back  to  the  Council  for  reconsideration.  The  President's 
address,  entitled  "  Our  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary,"  was 
postponed  till  the  meeting  on  April  6. 

Mb.  Michael  James  Henderson,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Keswick,  who  died  on  October  20  last,  left  estate  valued  at 
1,929/.  10s.  1CW. 

Me.  Thomas  Hart,  chemist  and  druggist,  10  Albion 
Crescent,  Dowanhill,  Glasgow,  who  died  on  December  10, 
left  personal  estate  in  the  United  Kingdom  valued  at  2,758?. 


European  War  News. 

Export  Notices. 

Denmark. — The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  give  notice 
that  on  and  after  April  3  shipment  of  goods  for  Den- 
mark (other  than  goods  entered  for  shipment  under  the 
authority  of  a  Privy  Council  licence)  will  not  be  allowed 
unless  the  exporter  or  his  agent  produces  to  the  proper 
officer  of  Customs  and  Excise,  at  the  time  of  making  entry 
before  shipment,  a  guarantee  given  in  the  prescribed  form 
on  behalf  of  the  prcspective  consignee  in  Denmark  by  the 
Merchants'  Guild  of  Copenhagen  or  by  the  Danish  Chamber 
cf  Manufacturers.  A  guarantee  so  given  and  produced  will 
not  be  accepted  by  the  Customs  authorities  as  covering  ship- 
ment by  instalments  of  the  gocds  referred  to  in  such  guaran- 
tee, and  if  only  a  part  of  the  goods  covered  by  such 
guarantee  be  entered  for  shipment,  a  fresh  guarantee  must 
be  obtained  and  produced  before  shipment  of  the  balance 
of  the  goods  can  be  allowed. 

Netherlands. — The  exportation  from  the  Netherlands  of 
all  goods  prepared  with  sugar  has  been  prohibited  since 
March  24.  No  sugar  or  goods  containing  sugar  will  be 
allowed  to  be  exported  from  the  Netherlands  pending 
investigation  as  to  the  quantities  of  these  articles  which 
are  required  for  home  (Dutch)  consumption.  We  under- 
stand that  as  a  result  of  this  prohibition,  exports  of  milk- 
sugar  have  been  held  up  by  the  Customs  here  pending 
examination. 

Norway  has  prohibited  ths  export  of  spices,  whale  oil, 
bones,  tallow,  and  fat  of  domestic  animals  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  bone-fat  produced  in  Norwegian  factories  and  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  origin). 

Sweden.— Calcium  carbide  and  nitrogen  carbide  [  ?  nitro- 
lim]  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  prohibited  exports. 

United  Kingdom. — A  Proclamation  published  in  the 
"London  Gazette"  (March  31)  provides:  That  the  exporta- 
tion of  the  following  should  be  prohibited  to  all  destina- 
tions :  Gum  tragacanth.  That  the  exportation  of  the 
following  goods  should  be  prohibited  to  all  destinations 
abroad  other  than  British  Possessions  and  Protectorates : 
Chemicals,  drugs,  etc.  :  Guaiacol  and  guaiacol  carbonate, 
senna  leaves  and  pods,  stramonium  leaves  and  seeds,  and 
hypodermic  syringes.  That  the  heading  "  Gums,  ie?ins, 
balsams,  and  resinous  substances  of  all  kinds,  except  such 
as  contain  caoutchouc"  in  the  list  of  goods  the  exportation 
of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  foreign  countries  in  Ejrope 
and  on  the  Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  other  than 
France,  Russia  (except  through  Baltic  ports),  Italy,  Spain, 
and  Portugal,  should  be  deleted,  and  there  be  substituted 
therefor  the  heading :  Gums,  resins,  balsams,  and  resinous 
substances  of  all  kinds,  except  such  as  contain  caoutchouc, 
and  except  gum  tragacanth.  That  the  exportation  of  the 
following  goods  should  be  prohibited  to  all  foreign  countries 
in  Europe  and  on  the  Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  other 
than  France,  Russia  (except  through  Baltic  ports),  Italy, 
Spain,  and  Portugal :  Rock  crystal,  spices,  all  kinds  of, 
other  than  pepper,  but  including  pimento,  starch,  including 
dextrin,  farina,  and  potato  flour. 

Miscellaneous. 
Army  Doctors. — The  War  Office  has  issued  an  announce- 
ment inviting  all  qualified  medical  practitioners  not  exceed- 
ing forty-five  yeans  of  age  to  submit  their  names  for  enrol- 
ment by  the  Central  Medical  War  Committee. 

Unlicensed  Exports. — Scholefield,  Goodman  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Birmingham,  were,  at  the  Thames  Police  Court,  on 
April  4,  fined  51.  for  sending  "Heroin"  and  nitrate  of 
silver  to  the  West  India  Dock  for  exportation  to  Johannes- 
burg without  a  licence. 

Military  Service  Act,  1916. — The  Government  has  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  which  a  Tribunal  may  refer  for 
advice  as  to  what  service  of  national  importance  an  appli- 
cant for  exemption  on  the  ground  of  conscientious  objec- 
tion should  undertake,  and-  for  such  other  information  or 
assistance  as  the  Tribunal  may  require.  The  question  gf 
exemption  will  continue  to  rest  with  the  Tribunals.  Mr. 
H.  Gibbon  Pritchard  is  the  Secretary.  His  address  is 
9  Bridge  Street,  Westminster,  S.W. 

Enemy  Firms  Suppressed. — The  latest  published  lists  of 
enemy  companies  to  be  wound  up  under  the  Trading  with 
the  Enemy  Amendment  Act,  1916,  includes  the  following": 
Hadenfe'dt  &  Co.,  4  Cullum  Street,  London,  E.C,  general 
merchants;  C.  F.  H.  Muller,  47  Red  Lion  Street,  High 
Holborn,  London,  W.C.,  manufacturer  of  x-ray  tubes;  and 
Thermos,  A.G.,  85  Crowland  Road,  South  Tottenham, 
London,  thermos  manufacturers.  [The  assets  of  the  last- 
named  company  have  been  acquired  by  Thermos,  Ltd.,  a 
British  company.] 
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Military  Tribunals'  Decisions. 


The  following  are  some  of  the  cases  of  trade  interest 
which  have  been  reported  since  our  last  issue  : 

Ayr. — A  dispensing  chemist  was,  on  March  31,  exempted 
until  June  1.  He  claimed  to  be  in  a  certified  occupation, 
and  to  be  the  support  of  his  widowed  mother. 

Banchory. — Mr.  Alexander  Lunan,  chemist  and  druggist, 
was  granted  four  months'  exemption  for  his  son,  who  is 
his  apprentice.  Applicant  stated  that  he  is  a  panel  chemist, 
and  that  his  senior  assistant  enlisted  last  January. 

Bermondsey. — Branclram  Bros.  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Rotherhithe, 
applied  for  the  exemption  of  two  of  their  employes,  one 
in  charge  of  a  saltpetre-copper  and  the  other  a  copper- 
attendant.  The  latter  is  twenty-one  years  old,  and  has 
been  twice  rejected  as  medically  unfit.  His  claim  was  dis- 
allowed. The  other  applicant  was  exempted  as  being  in  a 
certified  occupation. 

Btdeford. — A  chemist's  application  for  exemption  of  his 
qualified  assistant,  on  the  ground  that  he  is  employed  in 
Insurance  dispensing,  was  refused. 

Blackfool. — An  unqualified  chemist's  assistant,  who 
claimed  to  be  in  a  reserved  occupation,  had  his  claim  dis- 
allowed, and  this  was  sustained  on  appeal. 

Cardiff. — On  March  31,  a  chemist's  assistant,  engaged  in 
dispensing  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  applied  for  ex- 
emption. The  Chairman  said  the  only  "ground  applicant  put 
forward  was  that  he  is  of  value  to  his  employer.  This  might  be 
a  ground  for  the  employer  to  apply,  but  it  is  not  for  appli- 
cant. The  application  would  be  refused.  Applicant  in- 
quired whether  his  employer  could  appeal,  for  him  now. 
The  Chairman  :  No;  it  is  too  late  to  do  it  now. 

Chisledon  (Wilts). — Mr.  Arthur  Flett,  Ph.C,  engaged  at 
the  Chisledon  Camp  as  dispenser,  and  in  charge  pf  medical 
stores,  was  refused  exemption.  His  application  was  sup- 
ported by  a  representative  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps,  who  stated  that  a  woman  dispenser  is  altogether 
undesirable.  Mr.  Flett  is  paid  SOs.  a  week,  but  if  he  joins 
the  R.A.M.C.  his  pay  would  be  Is.  2d.  a  day,  and  he  could 
not  act  as  a  dispenser  unless  ho  is  a  sergeant. 

Coventry. — On  March  28,  Mr.  Vivian  J.  Meadows,  chemist 
and  druggist,  was  granted  conditional  exemption  until 
October  31. 

Crudwell  (Wilts). — Pet'tifer  &  Sons  appealed  for  exemp- 
tion for  an  assistant  employed  in  their  business  as  manu- 
facturing chemists.  On  being  allowed  a  month,  Mr.  T.  V. 
Pettifer  said  he  must  appeal  against  that. 

Eastbourne. — On  March  29  conditional  exemption  was 
granted  to  all  the  chemists  and  their  assistants  who  applied, 
the  condition  being  that  the  circumstances  in  each  case 
remain  as  at  present.  The  application  had  been  recom- 
mended by  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  (recruiting  of 
chemists. 

Eccles. — The  Salford  Appeal  Tribunal  dismissed  the 
appeal  o'f  the  Military  Representative  against  the  exemp- 
tion by  the  Local  Tribunal  of  an  unqualified  assistant  who 
is  engaged  in  Insurance  dispensing. 

Grantham. — Mr.  John  Cheshire,  chemist  and  druggist,  was 
granted  two  months'  exemption  for  his  assistant,  Arthur 
Singleton,  so  as  to  allow  time  for  the  training  of  a  lady 
assistant. 

Halesworth. — On  April  1,  the  lady  proprietor  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist's ,  business  appealed  for  exemption 
for  her  manager.  The  decision  was  postponed  pending 
the  calling-up  of  his  group. 

Heckmondwike. — Exemption  was  granted  to  a  chemist 
who  dispenses  Insurance  prescriptions  and  is  lame. 

Hucknall  Torkard.— Harry  Donaldson,  engaged  in  In- 
surance dispensing  with  Boots,  Ltd.,  asked  for  twelve 
months'  exemption.  The  young  man's  father  said  his  son 
is  studying  at  the  University  College,  Nottingham,  and  he 
desires  to  enter  -for  his  examination.  Three  months' 
exemption  was  granted.  Reference  was  made  .  to  the 
appointment  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  recruiting  of 
chemists,  but  the  Tribunal  refused  to  postpone  the  case 
as  no  further  communication  had  been  received  from  this 
Committee. 

Ipswich. — On  March  28,  a  chemist  engaged  in  hospital- 
work  was  granted  conditional  exemption. 

Lambeth. — Mr.  R.  G.  Thomas  applied  for  an  extension 
of  time  to  allow  him  to  enter  for  the  Minor  examination, 
which  takes  place  within  the  next-  five  or  six  weeks.  He 
was  allowed  until  May  14,  the  Military  Representative 
protesting  against  the  extension. — Mr.  E.  Husbands,  who 
said  he  is  the  head  of  a  department  for  despatching 
drugs  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  was  allowed  a 
month's  extension  on  domestic  grounds.  He  is  the  main 
.support  of  a  widowed  mother  and  two  children. 

Leeds. — The  application  for  exemption  of  a  chemist 
employed  at  an  aniline-dye  works  was  postponed  until  a 


scheme  for  releasing  men,  which  is  being  drawn  up  by 
the  local  dye-makers,  is  ready. 

Mirfield. — A  chemist  whose  father  is  medically  unfit  to 
carry  on  the  business  without  him  was  granted  six  months' 
exemption. 

Morecambe. — An  appeal  was  made  by  a  Morecambe 
pharmacist  to  the  Lonsdale  Tribunal  on  the  ground  that 
he  is  a  dispenser  under  the  .  National  Insurance  Act. 
He  was  exempted  till  April  30.  which,  with  the  exemption 
already  granted  by  the  Local  Tribunal,  would  give  him 
three  months  in  which  he  could  transfer  his  business. — 
Mr.  R.  G.  Postlethwaite,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  re- 
fused exemption  for  his  apprentice  at  the  same  Appeal 
Tribunal. 

North  wood. — At  the  Westminster  Tribunal,  the  son  of 
Mr.  C.  J.  Ellis,  chemist  and  druggist,  Northwood,  appealed 
against  the  decision  of  the  Local  Tribunal  which  certified 
him  for  non-combatant  service.  Applicant  is  a  dispenser 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  has  a  conscientious 
objection  to  war.  The  non-combatant  certificate  was  with- 
drawn and  leave  to  appeal  to  the  Central  Tribunal  refused. 

Rochdale. — Mr.  William  Stewart,  chemist's  manager, 
applied  for  exemption.  He  had  married  last  November, 
and  had  previously  many  times  tried  to  join  the  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps.  He  also  pleaded  that  he  had  a 
conscientious  objection  to  war.    Exemption  was  refused. 

Shoheham.^Aii  appeal  by  the  military,  at  the  East  Sussex 
Tribunal  on  March  30,  was  in  regard  to  six  months'  exemp- 
tion granted  by  the  Local  Tribunal  to  a  chemists'  apprentice 
(C.  ib  D.,  March  11,  p.  59).  The  decision  of  the  Local 
Tribunal  was  allowed  to  stand. 

Southampton. — Mr.  William  J.  Pearson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Woolston,  obtained  conditional  exemption.  He  is 
an  Insurance  dispenser  and  dispenses  for  two  military 
hospitals  (auxiliary). 

Southwark. — Boots,  Ltd.,  applied  for  an  extension  of 
time  for  a  druggist-sundries  checker,  in  order  that  a  woman 
might  be  trained  to  do  the  work.  Nine  men  engaged  as 
checkers  had  been  called  up.  Two  months'  extension 
was  granted. — Toogood,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  applied 
for  the  temporary  exemption  of  Mr.  H.  R.  Culling,  traveller 
for  druggists'  sundries,  on  the  ground  that  he  is  indis- 
pensable. He  explained  that  the  company  has  taken  up 
successfully  several  branches  of  trade  which  were  formerly 
German  monopolies.  The  application  was  adjourned  until 
the  group  is  called  up. — William  Gannon,  chemist's  assis- 
tant, applied  for  exemption.  He  stated  that  before  the 
war  ho  was  in  business  at  Petrograd  as  a  chemist,_  when 
he  came  to  London  and  volunteered  for  service  in  the 
Dardanelles,  where  he  suffered  from  sunstroke.  He  had 
since  tried  to  enlist,  but  had  been  passed  for  clerical  work 
only.  He  has  six  brothers  in  the  Army.  He  was  granted 
six  months'  extension. 

Stamford. — On  March  25,  a  chemist  was  granted  exemp- 
tion, and  two  months'  exemption  was  granted  to  an  iassistant 
employed  in  preparing  veterinary  preparations. 

Swindon. — W.  H,  Robinson,  an  assistant  at  Boots,  Ltd., 
engaged  in  Insurance  dispensing,  claimed  exemption.  As  he 
did  not  appear,  and  had  failed  to  appear  on  two  previous 
occasions  before  the  Local  Tribunal,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Taunton.— Mr.  W.  H.  Maunder,  Ph.C,  was  granted  three 
months'  exemption  for  his  only  assistant,  who  is  also  cer- 
tified as  medically  unfit  by  a  local  doctor. — Gwilym  Harris, 
with  Boots,  Ltd.,  was  refused  exemption,  and  a  claim  is 
to  be  made  at  Nottingham  if  he  receives  notice  to  join. 

Teddington. — Mr.  W.  E.  Gould,  chemist  and  druggist, 
applied  for  exemption  for  his  assistant,  who  is  engaged  in 
Insurance  dispensing.  He  has  already  applied  for  exemp- 
tion for  his  son,  but  he  has  so  much  dispensing  to  do  for 
insured  persons  and  for  the  Red  Cross  Hospital  at  Han- 
worth  that  he  would  have  to  give  these  up  if  he  could  not 
retain  his  staff.  The  case  was  postponed  until  the  assistant 
is  called  up  and  the  report  is  available  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  the  recruiting  of  chemists. 

Wolverhampton. — On  March  30,  three  months'  exemption 
was  granted  to  a  qualified  chemist,  and  his  employer  next 
asked  exemption  for  a  traveller,  but  this  was  refused. — An 
unqualified  assistant,  engaged  in  Insurance  dispensing,  was 
granted  one  month's  exemption. 

Worcester. — Arthur  E.  Perkins,  _  representative  of  L.  C. 
Tipper  &  Sons,  veterinary-medicine  manufacturers,  Bir- 
mingham, was  granted  exemption  until  July  31. 

York. — The  North  Riding  Appeal  Tribunal  confirmed 
the  refusal  of  the  Local  Tribunal  to  grant  exemption  _  to 
two  chemists'  assistants.  In  another  case  a  chemist's  assist- 
ant, engaged  in  Insurance  dispensing  and  the  only  son  of 
a  widowed  mother,  was  exempted  by  the  York  Tribunal 
until  June  1. 


Official  particulars  were  issued  by  the  Press  Bureau  on 
April  5  regarding  trades  removed  from  or  added  to  the 
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list  of  exempted  occupations.  The  following  statement  is 
made  regarding  chemists,  which  confirms  what  has  already 
been  stated  in  the  C.  &  t>.,  March  11,  p.  73:  '"  For  original 
reservation  the  following  has  been  substituted  :  '  Men  law- 
fully and  habitually  engaged  in  dispensing  medicines  to 
be  exempted  if  agreed  to  be  indispensable  for  the  needs 
of  the  population  by  ,the  Military  Representative  after 
consultation  with  the  Insurance  Committee  tor  the  area 
(tho  Insuranse  Committee  shall  consult  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  before  deciding  which  cases  to  recommend  lor 
exemption),  or  if  recommended  byv  'the  National  Health 
Insurance  Commission  and  approved  by  the  Army  Coun- 
cil.' "

Secret  Remedies. — M.  Meilliere  has  presented  to  the 
Academy  of  Medicine  a  resolution  cf  the  Secret  Remedies 
Committee  in  regard  to  the  publication  cf  certain  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  formula),  proposing  that  the  matter  be 
laid  before  the  Patent  Medicines  Committee.  The  Academy 
agreed. 

Sale  of  Cocaine. — M.  Georges  Nardin,  pharmacist,  Rue 
de  Clery,  has  been  re-arrested  on  'a  charge  of  supplying 
cocaine  to  ia  hairdresser's  assistant,  who  sold  it  in  certain 
Montnaartre  haunts.  Last  October  Nardin  was  sentenced 
to  two  months'  imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  1201.  for  the 
sale  of  cocaine. 

Mahgol. — Professor  A.  Laveran,  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Academy  of  Sciences,  described  a  remedy  for  syphili?. 
discovered  by  Dr.  Danysz,  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  which 
has  been  found  much  superior  to  Ehrlich's  salvarsan.  It  is 
known  as  Margol  or  "102,"  and  is  a  compound  of  arsenic, 
"antimony,  and  silver. 

The  Classic  Cinema. — A  cinema  of  the  Paris  Boulevards 
has  recently  produced  Moliere's  "  Malade  Imaginaire." 
Needless  to  say,  the  apothecary  and  his  syringe  figure  on 
the  screen,  and  even  on  the  posters.  This  is  pi-obably  the 
first  appearance  of  the  old-time  apothecary  in  the  picture- 
palaces,  though  the  modern  pharmacist  has  occasionally 
figured  on  a  film. 
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Gallant  Pharmacists.— M.  Grosrichard,  pharmacist,  of 
Besangon,  who  has  been  mentioned  in  despatches  for 
bravery,  was  mobilised  as  assistant-pharmacist-major  of 
Reserve.  He  volunteered  as  a  stretcher-bearer,  and  dis- 
played great  gallantry  (says  the  official  report)  "  in  carry- 
ing off  wounded  and  searching  for  the  dead  under  all 
•conditions." — During  the  shelling  of  Arras,  M.  Louis  Feret. 
assistant-pharmacist-major  of  the  1/10  Ambulance,  gained 
his  War  Cross  and  citation  in  Orders  of  the  Day.  "  Since 
the  beginning  of  the  war  he  had  given  many  proofs  of 
courage  and  sangfroid,"  says  the  official  report.  When 
the  bombardment  began  he  personally  "  lent  a  hand  "  in 
carrying  the  wounded  in  the  hospital  down  to  the  cellars, 
and  "largely  contributed "  to  their  escape  from  death. 
He  was  badly  wounded  by  a  shell-splinter. — M.  Corbasson, 
house-pharmacist  - at  the  Beaujon  Hospital,  Paris,  and  son 
of  an  Evreux  pharmacist,  was  also  wounded  at  Arras 
while  bringing  in  wounded  under  German  fire.— Among  the 
army  pharmacists  "  decorated  "  for  war-service  in  hos- 
pitals, etc.,  are  Pharmacist-Major  Cornutrait,  promoted 
Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  and  Pharmacist-Majors 
Glaise,  Malmejac,  Collin,  and  Bourelot.— M.  Louis 
Rene  Demelin,  -who  before  the  war  was  house-pharmacist 
at  the  Charite  Hospital,  Paris,  has  been  twice  cited  in 
Orders  of  the  Day  for  his  services  in  dressing  wounds 
under  fire.

Cape  Province. 

Colonhl  Pharmacy  Board.— Dr.  C.  F.  K.  Murray  pre- 
sided at  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Board,  held  in  Cape 
Town  last  month.

A.  Walsh,  G.  R.  Cleghorn,  G.  Darroll,  J.  A.  Mathew,  J. 
Parry,  and  W.  K.  Mayer.  The  business  was  of  a  routine 
character,  and  included  approval  of  the  annual  report. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Cape  Province.— The 
Council  met  at  the  Society's  Room,  S.A.  Mutual  Building, 
Darling  Street,  Cape  Town,  on  March  16,  Mr.  W.  Aitken 
(President)  in  the  chair,  when  Messrs.  J.  Parry  (Kimber- 
ley),  G.  Baoon  (Uitenhage),  T.  Engels  (Paarl),  G.  Michael 
(Robertson),  W.  R.  Mayer  (Queenstown),  and  N.  Cokcr 
were  elected  as  County  Councillors.  The  remainder  of  the 
evening  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  a  programme 
of  a  series  of  lectures  to  be  given  during  the  next  six 
months,  and  an  excellent  list  was  arranged.  Tickets  of 
admission  to  each  lecture  (Is.  each)  can  bo  obtained  from 
all  chemists  and  the  Hon.  Secretary,  P.O.  Box  375,  Cape 
Town.    All  interested  are  heartily  invited. 

"  Dr."  Bodie,  who  has  been  touring  in  South  Africa  and 
giving  public  exhibitions  of  bloodless  surgery,  hypnotism, 
ventriloquism,  etc.,  was  charged  at  the  East  London  Police 
Court  on  February  19  with  contravening  Section  35  of 
the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1891,  and  was  com- 
mitted for  trial,  'bail  being  fixed  at  100?.  Among  the 
chemists  who  gave  evidence  as  to  making  up  the  "  doctor's  " 
prescriptions  were  Mr.  J.  A.  Bowie,  Mr.  Clive  Atterbury 
(manager  for  Lennon,  Ltd.),  and  Mr.  T.  Forbes.  Accused, 
in  his  evidence,  said  he  was  managing  director  of  the  Bodie 
Electric  Co.,  Ltd.,  Macduff,  and  was  a  freeman  of  the 
City  of  London.  "Dr."  Bodie's  escapades 'in  London  in 
1909  are  still  fresh  in  the  memories  of  our  readers. 


India  and  the  East.

Enemy  Firms  in  Ceylon  are  to  be  completely  liquidated 
at  an  early  date  at  the  request  of  the  Imperial  Government. 

Mr.  D.  S.  Richmond,  of  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.,  Cal- 
cutta, has  been  appointed  to  a  seat  on  the  Committee  of 
the  Calcutta  Trades  Association. 

Drug-scarcity  in  Ceylon. — It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Ceylon  is  getting  bromides,  iodides,  iodoform,  Epsom  salts, 
etc.,  from  Japan.  The  civil  medical  stores  are  now  getting 
larger  medical  supplies  from  Europe,  although  shortage  it 
'occasionally  felt. 

Mr.  A.  Wilkinson,  of  Thompson  &  Taylors,  chemists, 
Bombay  and  Poona,  was,  on  March  25,  installed  as  Wor- 
shipful Master  of  Lodge  Burnett,  Poona,  in  succession  to 
Mr.  Cullen  Mather  (Mather  &  Co.,  chemists  and  drugg;sts 
and  general  merchants,  Poona).  Lodge  Burnett,  which 
had  never  had  a  chemist  as  Worshipful  Master  before  1915, 
'has  thus  had  two  in  succession. 


Legal  Reports. 


Trade  Law. 

Cod-liver  Oil.  — At  the  Birmingham  Police  Court  on 
April  1,  Alfred  Jerston,  herbalist,  was  fined  5/.  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  for  selling  haddock  oil  as 
cod-liver  oil. 

Sale  of  Izal.— At  the  Bloomsbury  County  Court,  London, 
W.C..  on  March  24,  Herbert  Beezley,  drug-store  keeper. 
134  Goldhawk  Road,  London,  W.,  was  fined  5/.  for  selling 
a  bottle  of  Izal,  which  contains  more  than  3  per  cent,  of 
carbolic  acid  or  its  homologues. 

Sale  of  Cocaine. -At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  March  31,  a  man  named  George  Hill  was  remanded  on 
a  charge  of  obtaining  cocaine  from  Heppell  &  Co.,  chemists, 
Strand,  W.C.,  by  means  of  a  forged  order.  Prisoner  stated 
that  he  wrote  a  prescription  for  cocaine  in  the  name  of  a 
medical  man  whose  address  he  found  in  a  directory. 

Horllck's  Actions.— An  application  to  postpone  the  hear- 
ing of  the  action  by  Horlick's  Malted  Milk  Co.  against 
Thew,  Hooker  &  Gilbey,  Ltd.,  was  made  to  Mr.  Justice 
Astbury  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  April  5,  by  Mr. 
Kerlcy,  K.C.,  for  the  defendants.  He  said  they  desired  to 
have  the  litigation  ended.  Mr.  Walter,  K.C.,  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, opposed,  but  his  Lordship  directed  the  case  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  list. 

A  Phosphates  Contract.— An  action  was  held  in  the 
Commercial  Court  of  the  King's  Bench  Division,  London, 
on  April  5,  by  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache,  in  which  the  Phos- 
phate Mining  Co.  and  the  Coronet  Phosphate  Co.,  of 
America,  sued  Rankin,  Gilmour  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Liverpool, 
for  damages  for  alleged  breach  of  charter-parties  of  Novem- 
ber 3,  1913,  for  the  carriage  of  phesphates.  The  defendants 
denied  liability.  After  hearing  counsel,  his  Lordship 
reserved  judgment. 

Shops  Act,  1912.— A  King's  Bench  Division  of  the 
London  High  Court  decided,  on  April  4,  that  an  hotel  is 
not  to  be  regarded  in  any  sense  as  a  shop  within  the 
meaning  of  this  Act.  The  London  County  Council  had 
proceeded  against  the  Gordon  Hotels,  Ltd.,  in  respect  to 
waiters  employed  in  the  First  Avenue  Hotel,  but  the  Magis- 
trates dismissed  most  of  the  cases.  Justices  Ridley,  Bray, 
and  Avory  heard  the  appeal  by  both  parties.  Mr.  Justice 
Ridley  said  that  it  does  not  follow  that  because  an  hotel 
is  a  licensed  public-house  it  is  a  shop  within  the  Shops  Act. 

Boric  flcid  in  Cream.— Section  3  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1878,  makes  it  an  offence  to  mix  any  injuri- 
ous substance  with  food  for  sale.  The  Aerated  Bread  Co., 
Ltd.,  was  summoned  at  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court 
last  year  for  selling  to  a  food-inspector  cream  mixed  with 
0.34  per  cent,  by  weight  of  boric  acid  ;  the  Magistrate  dis- 
miss?d  the  summons.  Justices  Ridley,  Bray,  and  Avory 
heard  an  appeal  by  the  inspector  in  the  High  Court, 
London,  on  April  5,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Magistrate  ought  to  have  convicted. 

Slander  Action.  — Before  Mr.  Justice  Low  and  a 
common  jury,  in  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  March  31,  the 
hearing  was  concluded  of  an  action  for  damages  for  alleged 
slander  brought  by  Florence  Dorothy  Ricketts,  a  domestic 
servant,  against  Mr.  Fredk.  Davis,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Daws  Lane,  Mill  Hill,  London,  N.  (see  C.  <£•  D.,  March  11. 
p.  67).  Plaintiff's  case  was  that  in  September  last  she  was 
accused  by  defendant  of  stealing  a  shampoo-powder  and  a 
mirror,  although  plaintiff  denied  that  she  had  ever  been 
inside  defendant's  pharmacy.  Defendant,  who  appeared 
in  person,  said  that  he  saw  the  girl  go  into  his  pharmacy 
and,  observing  no  one  was  about,  pick  up  the  shampoo- 
powder  and  mirror  and  quickly  leave.  He  ran  after  her 
and  accused  her  of  taking  them,  and  asked  her  to  pay  for 
them.  She  did  so ;  then  ho  threatened  to  send  for  the 
police.  Having  been  addressed  by  counsel  for  plaintiff 
and  hearing  the  Judge's  summing-up,  the  jury,  after  a 
short  retirement,  returned  a  verdict  for  plaintiff,  and 
awarded  her  307.    Judgment  was  entered  accordingly. 

Detained  Saccharin.  — A  motion  by  the  defendants  to 
postpone  until  after  the  end  of  the  war  the  action  by  the 
Attorney-Genoral  against  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd., 
was  moved  by  Sir  John  Simon,  K.C.,  M.P.,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Atkin,  sitting  in  a  Chancery  Court,  London,  on 
April  4.  It  was  opposed,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  by 
the  Solicitor-General  (Sir  George  Cave,  K.C.,  M.P.).  Sir 
John  Simon  said  in  September  1914  the  defendants  imported 
sixty  cases  of  saccharin  from  Gothenburg,  Sweden,  and 
they  arrived  in  the  steamship  Bjorn.  The  master  of  the 
vessel,  in  making  his  report  to  the  Board  of  Customs  as 
to  the  contents  of  his  cargo,  described  the  saccharin  as 
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"  fine  chemicals,"  and  the  Board  of  Customs  seized  the 
goods  on  the  ground  that  they  had  been  wrongly  described. 
The  difficulty  the  defendants  were  in  was  that,  though  they 
wanted  the  evidence  of  the  master  of  the  Bjorn,  his  ship 
had  been  seized,  and  he  had  been  detained,  and  was  still 
detained,  by  the  Germans.  Counsel  observed  that  it  was 
of  the  utmost  importance  from  many  points  of  view  that 
such  a  large  quantity  of  such  a  valuable  commodity  should 
be  released  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Solicitor-General  said 
he  did  not  object  to  a  few  weeks'  postponement,  but  there 
were  a  number  of  other  cases  of  a  similar  kind  to  be 
dealt  with.  He  did  not  rely  merely  on  the  master's  report, 
but  there  was  substantial  evidence  which  had  not  yet  been 
referred  to.  His  Lordship  said  it  was  obvious  that  there 
was  a  difficulty  in  getting  information,  especially  in  refer- 
ence to  what  took  place  in  a  foreign  country,.  He  allowed 
a  postponement  until  the  first  day  of  the  Trinity  sittings 
(June  20). 

Baiss  Bros.  &.  Stevenson,  Iitd.— In  the  Chancery 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  April  4,  Mr. 
Justice  Neville  heard  a  petition  by  Baiss  Bros.  &  Steven- 
son, hid.,  wholesale  chemists,  for  sanction  to  a  scheme  of 
arrangement  involving  a  reduction  of  its  capital  by  44,241?., 
which  had  been  lost  or  was  unrepresented  by  available 
assets.  Mr.  Young  stated  that  the  company  was  incor- 
porated in  1900  with  a  capital  of  100,000?.,  in  70,000  pre- 
ference and  30,000  ordinary  shares  of  11.  each.  It  was 
proposed  to  write  7s.  6tZ.  off  each  of  the  issued  preference 
shares  and  15s.  off  each  of  the  ordinary  shares.  There 
was  a  considerable  number  of  unissued  preference  shares, 
and  these,  like-  the  issued  preference  shares,  would  be 
reduced  to  the  nominal  figure  of  12s.  6d.  each.  There  was 
a  very  large  arrear  of  preferential  dividend,  and  this  would 
be  cancelled  altogether.  One  equal  fourth  part  of  the  net 
piofits  would  be  carried  to  reserve  every  year.  It  might 
be  employed  in  the  business,  but  must  not  be  adapted  for 
the  purposes  of  dividends  until  tho  fund  had  reached  20,000?. 
The  preference  shares  would  preserve  their  preferential 
rights  as  to  capital,  but  would  not  have  the  shilling  bonus 
on  winding  up.  They  would  receive  r  preferential  dividend 
of  10  per  cent,  instead  of  5^  per  cent,  out*  of 
the  profits  of  each  year  and  not  cumulative,  and, 
subject  to  that,  the  profits  would  go  to  the  ordinary 
shareholders.  The  preference  shareholders,  who  previously 
had  no  voting  power,  would  now  receive  five  votes  as  against 
two  to  the  ordinary  shareholders,  and  the  directors'  qualifi- 
cation would  be  reduced  from  1,000/.  to  500?.  The  scheme 
had  been  passed  by  a  vast  majority  of  the  preference 
shareholders  and  unanimously  by  the  ordinary  shareholders. 
His  Lordship  sanctioned  tho  scheme,  which  was  unopposed.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  April  11, 
on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports 
will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  April  22.  Each  report 
should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and 
should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this 
list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity  should 
be  distinguished  from  the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts 
composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  final  exercise 
in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter  session. 
The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in  this  series  of 
analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants 
who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland, 
which  fact  must  be  attested  on  their  reports. 


Report  on  the  KTarch  analytical  Exercise. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  March  7  consisted 
of  equal  parts  by  weight  of  lead  carbonate,  zinc  acetate, 
and  sodium  acetate.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a 
mixture  is :

It  also  contained,  as  impurities,  distinct  traces  of  alumi- 
nium and  lithium,  while  it  gave  faint  indications  of  iron 
and  a  chloride. 

Samplej  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  thirty-seven 
students,  and  eighteen  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 
The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  main  constituents  were : 
(a)  Metallic  radicals  :  Lead,  1;  zinc,  5;  sodium,  1.  (6)  Acid 
radicals :  Carbonic,  4 ;  acetic,  5.  Two  students  failed  to 
observe  the  evolution  of  water  when  the  powder  was  heated 
in  a  dry  test-tube.  The  trace  of  aluminium  was  only  re- 
ported by  two  students,  while  the  lithium  was  not  reported 
by  anyone. 

The  analytical  problems  presented  by  this  exercise  were 
not  specially  difficult,  but  one  or  two  points  required  care. 
That  lead  is  not  completely  precipitated  as  chloride  is  stated 
and  restated  in  this  column  year  after  year,  yet  each 
mixture  which  contains  lead  finds  some  students  who  are 
unaware  of,  or  who  ignore,  the  fact,  and  who  are  not 
warned  hy m  the  non-formation  of  a  precipitate  of  lead 
sulphide  when  hydrogen  sulphide  is  passed,  that  the  solu- 
tion contains  too  much  free  acid.  That  the  flame-test  alone 
should  not  be  relied  upon  in  testing  for  potassium  and  that 
a  final  conclusion  regarding  this  metal  should  not  be 
drawn  from  flame  indications  obtained  from  the  original 
substance  are  also  points  to  which  reference  is  constantly 
being  made,  but  without  much  apparent  effect.  In  the 
present  analysis  potassium  was  tested  for  in  several  in- 
stances by  means  of  flame-test  and  cooalt-blue  glass  after 
the  lead  and  zinc  had  been  removed,  and  on  the  evidence  of 
this  test  alone  it  was  very  commonly  reported  present.  One 
student,  however,  is  to  be  complimented  on  having  resisted 
the  temptation  to  report  it  without  obtaining  confirmation 
of  its  presence,  seeing  that  the  confirmatory  test  applied 
gave  a  negative  result.  The  flame  indication  generally 
attributed  to  potassium  was  really  due  to  the  undetected 
lithium.  Impure  sodium  carbonate  seems,  as  in  previous 
analyses,  to  have  been  the  cause  of  numerous  errors  regard- 
ing the  presence  of  chlorides  and  sulphates  as  main  con- 
stituents.

To  Correspondents. 

Parex. — Lead  chloride  is  slightly  soluble  in  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid,  so  that  the  filtrate  from  the  lead  chloride  still 
contained  lead  and  ought  to  have  given  a  precipitate 
with  hydrogen  sulphide  if  not  too  strongly  acid. 

Un  yn  Trio. — Your  description  of  the  aqueous  extract 
as  "neutral  to  red  litmus  but  acid  to  blue  litmus"  is  not 
very  accurate,  butf  we  understand  what  you  mean.  You 
seem  to  have  been  about  as  near  detecting  the  trace  of 
lithium  as  was  possible  without  using  the  spectroscope. 

H.  I.  W. — The  sulphide  of  tin  precipitated  on  aeidifying 
the  ammonium-sulphide  extract  from  an  original  hydrogen- 
sulphide  precipitate  would  be  stannic  sulphide,  and  it  would 
be  yellow — not  brown,  as  you  apparently  suppose. 

Bennachie. — We  are  not  clear  as  to  how  you  fell  into 
error  regarding  the  silver-mirror  test  for  a  tartrate.  The 
powder  did  not  contain  any  trace  of  a  tartrate. 

Senex. — We  repeated  your  test  for  a  trace  of  manganese, 
but  failed  to  obtain  any  indication.  _  _ 

Altior. — In  your  preliminary  tests  you  obtained  evidence 
of  the  presence  of  organic  matter,  but  your  summary  of 
results  does  not  indicate  that  you  detected  any  organic 
radical.    See  also  the  reply  to  "Parex"  above. 

Elswick. — Your  conclusions  were  a  surprise.  We  tested 
for  the  metallic  constituents  you  report  as  traces,  but 
were  only  able  to  confirm  aluminium.  Your  results  as  to> 
citrate  and  carbonate  seem  inexplicable. 

Spes. — Your  acid  testing  was  not  satisfactory.  You  do' 
not  seem  to  have  prepared  a  sodium-carbonate  extract  to 
be  tested  for  acid  radicals,  but  rather  to  have  applied  teste 
for  acids  in  general  to  a  hydrochloric-acid  solution  of  the 
powder.  Only  very  few  can  be  sought  for  in  that  way. 
Read  also  the  reply  to  "Parex." 

Onyx.— Carefully  conducted  testa  for  ammonium  com- 
pounds failed,  in  our  hands,  to  reveal  any  traces. 

Victory. — Your  very  abbreviated  report  scarcely  seems 
to  do  justice  to  your  analysis. 

Dalalag. — A  repetition  of  the  analysis  with  a  mixture- 
of  your  own  preparation  will  give  you  va-luable  aid.  You 
should  not_omit  to  make  preliminary  tests,  nor  to  sum- 
marise in  your  report  the  results  obtained. 

Osmium. — A  hiatus  in  your  report  leaves  unrevealed  the' 
happenings  between  the  ignition  of  the  residue  left  on 
evaporating  to  dryness  the  original  solution — in  which  you 
had  failed  to  detect  lead— and  the  addition  (to  what,  you 
do  not  state)  of  ammonium  chloride  and  ammonia  as  iron- 
group  reagents.  Where  the  lead  got  to  can  only  be  a, 
matter  of  conjecture. 

J.  J.  W. — The  supposed  sulphur  dioxide  which  you 
report  was  simply  hydrochloric-acitfi  gas  coming  off  from 
the  concentrated  solution  you  employed. 

The  Tournament. 
The  exercise  now  reported  upon  has  not  considerably 
altered  the  relative  positions  of  the  students  nearest  the- 
top  of  the  tournament  list,  but  it  has_  produced  a  most 
interesting  situation  which  is  full  of  possibilities  and  which 
is  certain  to  call  forth  keen  competition  in  the  final  exercise 
of  the  series.

The  Commandeering  of  Glycerin 

is  evidently  a  much  more 
serious  matter  than  was  at  first  understood,  and  it  is  clear 
that  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  restrictions  now  imposed 
will  inflict  upon  us  great,  and  one  may  almost  certainly 
;say  unnecessary,  hardship.  Apparently  we  may  use  any 
preparations  containing  glycerin  that  are  ordered  in  pre- 
scriptions, but  no  others.  The  number  of  strictly  medi- 
cinal preparations  into  which  glycerin  enters  is  very 
great.  If  the  restrictions  are  really  necessary  there  is 
no  more  to  be  said ;  we  must  submit  in  silence ;  but  as 
(they  are  announced  they  appear  to  be  ill-considered  and 
•extreme.  In  any  case  we  have  in  them  as  striking  an 
illustration  as  any  we  have  yet  seen  of  the  fact  that 
war  is  the  inversion  of  the  social  order  and  the  negation 
of  everything  for  which  modern  civilisation  was  supposed 
to  stand.  The  arts  of  life  are  turned  into  ministers  of 
death,  and  we  produce  only  that  we  may  destroy. 

The  Little  Rift 

within  the  pharmaceutical  lute  which  Mr. 
Body  wishes  to  see  widened  I  would  fain  see  closed, 
and  this  not  for  sentimental  but  for  practical  reasons. 
It  would,  indeed,  be  lamentable  if  the  very  thing  which 
hitherto  has  done  more  than  anything  else  to  draw 
pharmacists  together  should  after  all  be  made  an  instru- 
anent  of  disunion.  It  is  true  that  the  inr.riediate  interests 
•of  panel  and  non-panel  chemists  do  not  always  appear  to 
agree,  but  the  interests  they  have  in  common  are  far 
greater  and  more  vital  than  any  which  they  do  not  share. 
The  first  interest  of  every  pharmacist  is  pharmacy,  and 
none  of  us  can  afford  to  lose  sight  of  that  in  squabbles 
over  economic  details,  however  important.  That  two 
such  independent  or  semi-independent  bodies  as  your  cor- 
respondent wishes  to  see  would  ever  be  able  to  "  work 
together  harmoniously  in  the  highest  interests  of 
pharmacy  "  is  to  the  last  degree  improbable,  and  if,  by 
some  miracle  of  self-abnegation  on  the  part  of  the  parent 
Society,  it  did  rfappen,  the  result  would  be  no  greater 
than  the  single  Society  might  with  at  least  equal  ease 
achieve.  The  one  hope  of  the  pharmaceutical  body  is 
such  an 

Organisation 

as  would  bring  all  the  forces  at  its  command 
to  a  focus  from  which  they  could  operate  effectively,  and 
anything  that  tends  to  scatter  or  divert  them  is  a  source 
of  weakness.  Mr.  Body  seems  to  confuse  organisation 
with  departmentalisation  (I  must  apologise  for  these 
** sesquipedalian  epithets"!),  but  there  is  between  them 
all  the  difference  which  exists  between  organism  and 
function.  I  am  as  little  in  love  as  he  with  the  spirit 
and  methods  of  the  Society,  and  I  am  more  revolu- 
tionary; he  would  build  an  industrial  suburb  under  the 
guns  of  the  citadel,  but  I  would  capture  the  citadel  and 
enlarge  it  until  it  was  really  "  all-embracing."  I  am 
persuaded,  in  the  face  of  recent  facts,  that  my  programme 
is  quite  as  feasible  as  his,  and  nobody  knows  better  than 
he  what  we  have  to  hope  from  such  compromises  as 
Local  Associations  Executives.  Let  us  go  for  the  central 
ixiint,  and  not  rest  till  we  have  rebuilt  the  walls  of  our 
Jerusalem,  which  bid  fair  to  fall  about  our  ears.  We 
can  then  set  up  whatever  departments  we  like. 

The  Medical  View  of  Stock  Mixtures 

has  a  good  deal  in  its 
'  favour,  and  the  point  made  with  regard  to  our  own  pro- 
prietary stock  mixtures  is  unanswerable.  I  have  never 
concealed  my  opinion  that  our  outcry  against  stock  mix- 
tures as  such  was  largely  factitious  and  not  entirely 
sincere.  Our  case  against  the  Tariff  and  Medical  Benefit 
regulations  generally  is  so  strong  that  it  is  a  pity  it 
should  have  been  weakened  by  the  inclusion  of  disputable 
points  of  doubtful  validity  at  best.  We  have  had  to  give 
up  a  good  many  of  these,  among  which  I  make  bold  to 
include  the  absolute  barring  of  "  Rep.  mist."  and  the 
universality  of  aq.  dest.  in  mixtures,  and  we  have  not 


helped  our  main  contention  by  courting  defeat  here.  It 
may  be  that  in  every  particular  we  have  been  right  in 
principle,  ,  but  the  principle  has  not  been  of  such 
importance  that  it  was  good  policy  to  insist  upon  it  in 
face  of  such  opposition  as  we  might  have  known  it 
would  meet  with.  And  the  great  mistake  we  made  was 
that  while  ostensibly  standing  for  principles  we  wTere 
demonstrably  quite  as  much  concerned  (not  to  put  too 
fine  a  point  upon  it)  for  profit  as  for  principle.  This 
confession  will  not  please  everybody,  but  it  is  true,  and 
at  any  cost  it  is  best  to  be  honest.  Of  course,  there  are 
some  purists  among  us  of  whom  it  is  not  true,  but  we 
must  not  shelter  ourselves  as  a  body  behind  them. 

The  Daffodil, 

though  it  has  always  been  known  to  possess 
strong  purgative  and  emetic  properties,  has  escaped  official 
recognition  in  this  country  at  any  rate,  and  is  of  so 
little  importance  from  the  medical  point  of  view  that 
its  name  is  only  once  mentioned  in  the  manual  of  botany 
that  was,  in  my  student-days,  most  used  in  our  schools. 
It  is  often  difficult  to  say  precisely  what  flower  is  meant 
by  "daffodil"  in  our  older  writers,  and  it  is  perhaps 
possible  that  some  of  the  effects  credited  to  our  English 
variety  in  the  discussion  which  followed  Mr.  McNab's 
paper  at  Edinburgh  may  have  been  due  to  some  "foreign 
breed."  The  daffodils"  that  Proserpina,  frightened,  let 
fall  from  Dis's  wagon  can  hardly  have  been  our  Narcissus 
Pseudo-narcissus,  for  they  were  evidently  narcotic  in  ino 
ordinary  degree,  the  very  name  narcissus  being,  according 
to  Pliny  and  Plutarch,  due  to  the  plant's  numbing  quali- 
ties, which  they  consider  comparable  with  those  of  the  fish 
torpedo.  All  the  narcissuses  and  jonquils,  and  several 
other  plants  besides,  have  been  styled  daffodils,  but  there 
is,  I  believe,  onlv  one  native  English  flower  to  which 
this  name,  without  qualification,  can  be  said  rightly  to 
belong.  We  need  not  desire  for  it  a  place  in  medicine ; 
it  is  perhaps  of  all  our  native  flowers  the  most  per- 
sistently beloved  by  our  poets.  Dorothy  Wordsworth, 
however,  in  prose,  describes  it  best  :  "They  grew  among  . 
the  mossy  stones  ;  some  rested  their  heads  on  these  stones 
as  on  a'  pillow,  the  rest  tossed  and  reeled  and  danced, 
and  seemed  as  if  they  verily  laughed  with  the  wind, 
they  looked  so  gay  and  glancing."

Rectified  Spirit. 

The  advance  in  the  price  of  rectified  spirit  which  was 
foreshadowed  last  week  amounted  to  Qd.  per  proof  gallon, 
and  took  place,  as  mentioned  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  Trade  Report, 
from  April  1.  We  understand  that  the  British  distillers 
are  not  booking  contracts  owing  to  the  unsettled  situation 
regarding  future  supplies.  Endeavours  are  being  made* 
to  supply  wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturing  chemists, 
with  their  normal  requirements  after  the  Government 
needs  have  been  satisfied.  Since  the  grain  distilleries 
were  taken  over  by  the  Minister  of  Munitions  there  has. 
been  more  co-ordination  and  harmony  among  the  various 
interests  concerned,  which  has  resulted  in  the  release  of 
practically  normal  quantities  for  medicinal  purposes,  in- 
cluding the  requirements  of  the  export  perfumery-trade, 
which  is  being  well  maintained.  With  the  Government 
in  control  of  the  spirit-industry  it  is  difficult  to  say  what 
the  future  has  in  store,  as  the  basic  conditions  of  supply 
are  being  altered.  Nobody  knows  what  the  intentions  of 
the  Government  are,  but  it  looks  as  if  the  supplies  avail- 
able for  whisky-blenders  will  be  curtailed  for  a  very 
engthy  period.  We  may  add  that  the  price  of  new  grain 
whisky  was  advanced  8d.  per  proof  gallon,  but  the  dis- 
tillers are  not  accepting  definite  orders,  merely  dividing 
any  supplies  available  among  their  regular  buyers. 
Within  the  past  fortnight  there  has  been  a  sharp  decline 
in  the  grain  market  (which  is  very  sensitive  to  political 
news),  and  for  this  reason  it  is  not  anticipated  that  recti- 
fied spirit  will  further  advance.  We  may  add  that  .the 
makers  of  industrial  and  mineralised  spirit  followed  the 
advance  by  Is.  4tf.  per  bulk  gallon,  also  that  it  is  satis- 
factory to  know  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
has  been  able  to  raise  a  million  pounds  on  new  revenue 
without    touching    the    spirit-duties    as    altered  last 
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September;  but  Mr.  McKenna,  in  his  speech  on  Tues- 
day night,  made  the  following  significant  statement  : 

"  As  regards  spirits,  I  estimats  a  decline  in  the  true 
revenue  of  over  2,000,000?.,  owing  to  diminished  consump- 
tion. My  right  hon.  friend  the  Minister  of  Munitions,  as 
the  Committee  know,  has  taken  over  the  bulk  of  the  dis- 
tilleries in  connection  with  the  production  of  explosives. 
Although  his  action  cannot  in  itself  affect  the  immediate 
supply  of  spirits  for  consumption,  which  must  be  at  least 
three  years  old,  we  have  yet  to  see  what  the  actual  effect 
will  be  upon  the  price  of  spirits.  I  am  bound  to  say  that 
should  there  be  an  increase  of  prices  not  warranted  by  the 
additional  restriction  on  the  trade,  I  shall  feel  it  my  duty 
to  ask  the  Committee  to  absorb  this  increased  price  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  in  the  way  of  new  taxation." 

The    latter  observations  will  prevent  any  "wild"  effort 
-  on  the  part  of  distillers  to  increase  the  price  of  spirit 
further. 


The  Budget. 

"  The  manner  in  which  British  credit  has  withstood  the 
immense  claims  made  upon  it  by  the  expenditure  of  this 
war  is  truly  "wonderful  to  thcsa  who.  were  not  familiar 
with  our  financial  methods  and  resources;  but  when,  on 
-examination,  it  appears  that  we"  never  borrow  one  pound 
without  making  provision  in  advance  by  new  taxation 
sufficient  to  cover  both  interest  and  a  liberal  sinking  fund, 
the  foundations  upon  which  alone  national  credit  can  be 
built  are  exposed  to  view." 

So  said  Mr.  McKenna,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in 
his  Budget  speech  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday 
evening,  April  4.  The  financial  year  which  closed  on 
March  31  included  expenditure  of  1,150,000,000/.,  or 
3,000,000/.  a  day,  on  war  services ;  but  the  total  ex- 
penditure in  1915-16  was  1,559,000,000/.  The  net  revenue 
during  the  year  was  337,000,000/.,  and  the  increased 
expenditure  this  year  (1916-17)  will  be  such  that  revenue 
of  509,000,000/.  has  to  be  provided.  Mr.  McKenna  pro- 
poses to  meet  this  increase  by  augmenting  certain  exist- 
ing taxes  and  imposing  some  new  ones.  The  increases  on 
the  old  are  as  follows  :

Mineral  Waters,  4(7.  per  gallon  when  prepared  with  sugar, 
or  fermented,  8(7.  per  gallon  on  all  others. 

Cider  and  Perry,  4(7.  per  gallon. 

The  chemical  and  drug  trades  are  thus  hit  in  at  least 
foui"  classes  of  goods  which  are  handled  as  matters  of 
business — viz.,  cocoa,  coffee  and  chicory,  sugar,  and 
mineral  waters.  We  ask  our  readers  to  turn  to  pages  367 
and  368  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1916, 
where  these  duties,  as  they  were  on  Tuesday,  are  set 
forth.  The  Customs  figures  given  there  for  cocoa  are  to 
be  quadrupled,  cocoa  butter,  like  cocoa  itself,  paying 
6c/.  per  lb.  import-duty  instead  of  l^d.  Raw  and  kiln- 
dried  chicory  will  now  pay  duty  of  11.  19s.  8d.  per  <cwt., 
and  the  roasted  or  ground  bd.  per  lb.    Fifty  per  cent. 


added  to  the  sugar  class  will  make  the  import-duties  on 
glucose  8s.  10^(7.  per  cwt.  on  the  solid  and  6s.  4^cZ.  per 
cwt.  on  the  liquid;  so  also  with  molasses,  except  those, 
used  in  making  spirits  and  food  for  stock.  The  sac^ 
charin-duty  will  be  4?.  6d.  per  lb.,  instead  of  3s.;  sugar 
itself  will  be  on  the  basis  of  14-s..  per  cwt.  The  Excise- 
duties  will  be  correspondingly  advanced  by  a  half  more, 
than  the  figures  given  in  our  Diary,  p.  368.  Of  the  new 
duties  those  imposed  upon  mineral  waters  are  of  most 
interest  to  chemists  and  druggists,  who  are  among  their 
principal  retail  vendors.  Such  duties  have  often  been 
suggested,  but  our  revenue  authorities  have  long 
memories  within  which  lies  the  fact  that  soda-water  and 
similar  articles  were  from  1812  to  1833  subject  to  the 
same  duties  as  patent  and  proprietary  medicines,  and  in 
1832  yielded  12,000/.  of  the  37,000/.'  derived  from  that, 
source.  The  duty  was  from  l^d.  per  bottle  upwards,  and 
it  was  paid  on  artificial  mineral  waters — water  impreg- 
nated with  soda  or  mineral  alkali,  or  with  carbonic-acid 
gas,  and  all  compositions  in  a  liquid  or  solid  state  used 
for  compounding  or  making  such  waters.  These  articles 
were  included  in  the  Schedule  to  the  Medicine-stamp 
Act,  1812,  between  Warren's  British  Tooth-powder  and 
Webster's  Diet  Drink.  The  duty  was  repealed  by 
Section  20  of  an  Act  passed  in  1833,  but  Section  4  of  the 
1812  Act  allows  victuallers  to  sell  such  waters  without 
a  licence,  and  still  stands.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
the  enforcement  of  the  1833-  exemption  of  the  charge  of 
duty  was  not  fully  ensured  as  regards  effervescing  pre- 
parations until  the  late  Mr.  Lamplough  challenged  it 
legally  and  carried  the  case  through  three  courts,  obtain- 
ing a  decision  in  his  favour  in  January  1878.  The  re- 
solutions as  to  the  new  duties  were  embodied  in 
motions  submitted  on  Tuesday,  and  passed  by  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Wednesday  evening  in  the  following- 
terms  : 

Table-waters,  Etc. — "  That  there  shall  be  charged  upon 
table-waters  (including  aerated  waters  and  other  beverages) 
sold  or  supplied  or  kept  for  sale  or  supply  in  Great  Britain 
or  Ireland  the  following  duties  of  Excise  (namely)  : 

On  table-waters  which  contain  as  the  result  of  the  ordi- 
nary procecs  of  manufacture,  or  are  prepared  in  the 
ordinary  process  of  manufacture  with,  sugar  or  other 
sweetening  material,  or  which  are  fermented  beverages, 
a  duty  at  the  rate  of  fourpence  per  gallon ;  and 

On  any  other  table-water  a  duty  at  the  rate  of  eight- 
pence  per  gallon  ; 

the  duty  to  be  charged  in  proportion  for  any  less  quantity 
than  a  gallon,  reckoning-  fractions  of  a  farthing  as  a 
farthing  in  the  case  of  the  duty  of  fourpence  and  fractions 
of  a  halfpenny  as  a  halfpenny  in  the  case  of  the  duty  of 
eightpence." 

Machines  for  Aerating-  Waters. — "  That  there  shall  be 
charged  on  a  licence,  to  be  taken  out  annually  by  a  person 
who  keeps  for  use  any  machine  or  mechanical  contrivance 
for  making  aerated  water  of  any  description,  an  Excise 
duty  of  five  guineas." 

Cider  and  Perry. — "That  there  shall  be  charged  on 
any  cider  or  perry  sold  or  supplied  or  kept  for  sale  or 
supply  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  a  duty  of  Excise  at 
the  rate  of  .fourpence  per  gallon,  the  duty  to  be  charged 
in  the  like  manner  as  the  duty  on  table-waters  is  charged." 

These  resolutions  are  covered  by  Clauses  5,  6,  7,  and  8 
of  the  Finance  (New  Duties)  Bill,  which  we  strongly 
advise  all  directly  interested  to  get  (Wyman  and  others, 
l^c/.).  Clause  5  embodies  the  table-waters  resolution 
given  above,  and  states  : 

"  Table-waters,"  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  includes 
any  aerated  waters  and  any  beverages  sold  or  kept  for 
sale  in  bottles,  other  than  (a)  any  liquor  for  the  retail  sale 
of  which  an  Exc'se  licence  is  required ;  and  (b)  sirups  or 
other  liquors  intended  to  be  consumed  only  in  a  diluted 
form. 

■Clause  6  covers  the  cider-duty,  as  above,  and  Clause  7 
lays  down  supplemental  provisions  as  to  the  duties. 
These  were  outlined  as  follows  : 
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The  duty  is  to  be  denoted  and  collected  by  labels,  supplied 
by  the  Commissioners  and  placed  on  separate  bottles. 

Parts  of  farthings  and  halfpennies  provided  as  in  resolu- 
tion. 

The  Commissioners  may  make  regulations  as  to  the  pay- 
ment of  duties ;  carrying  these  provisions  into  effect,  in 
particular  as  to  how  duty-labels  are  to  be  affixed  ;  and  for 
registration  or  licensing  of  premises  where  table-waters 
or  cider  are  made  or  sold.  The  Commissioners  may  by 
those  regulations  provide  for  any  exemption  required  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  bottling  and  re-bottling  of 
any  table-waters  or  cider,  or  for  the  purpose  of  relieving 
from  duty  any  table-waters  or  cider  intended  for  exporta- 
tion or  ships'  stores. 

Penalty  for  non-compliance  with  regulation,  50?. 

Customs  officers  may  at  any  time  enter  such  licensed 
premises.    Penalty  for  preventing  or  obstructing,  20/. 

Proof  that  a  duty-label  has  not  previously  been  used  lies 
upon  the  defendant. 

Any  reference  to  bottles  includes  a  reference  to  casks  or 
other  corked  or  closed  receptacles,  and  applies  to  clubs, 
as  well  as  other  places. 

The  duty  on  machines  for  aerating  waters  is  fully  speci- 
fied in  Clause  8,  which  we  give  in  full,  as  it  is  somewhat 
confusing.  Sub-clause  3  is  apparently  intended  to  exclude 
apparatus  of  the  seltzogene  and  sparklet  type,  but  it 
should  be  made  clearer  : 

(1)  A  person  shall  not  keep  for  use  any  machine  or 
mechanical  contrivance  for  making  aerated  water  of  any 
description  unless  he  holds  a  licence  to  be  granted  by  the 
Commissioners  for  the  purpose  under  this  section,  expiring 
annually  on  such  date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners. If  any  person  acts  in  contravention  of  this  pro- 
vision, the  machine  or  contrivance  in  respect  of  which  the 
offence  is  committed  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  person  com- 
mitting the  offence  shall  be  liable  in  respect  of  each  offence 
to  an  Excise  penalty  of  fifty  pounds. 

(2)  There  shall  be  charged,  levied  and  paid  for  any 
licence  granted  by  the  Commissioners  under  this  section 
an  Excise  duty  of  five  guineas. 

(3)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  machines  or 
contrivances  kept  for  the  purpose  of  making  aerated  water 
for  sale  in  bottles  or  other  corked  or  closed  receptacles,  or 
to  machines  or  contrivances  for  making  aerated  waters 
otherwise  than  for  sale  or  supply. 

Mr.  McKenna  stated  on  Tuesday  that  these  duties  will 
yield  him  2,000,000/.  a  year.  The  difficulties  and  impedi- 
ments that  lie  before  the  Eevenue  authorities  in  collecting 
the  duty  seem  to  us  a  sure  indication  that  it  will  cost  a 
very  large  part  of  that  duty  to  collect  it  and  supervise 
the  business.  If  the  Chancellor  had  thought  a  little  more 
about  the  matter,  he  would  have  seen  that  it  is  more 
complicated  than  the  collection  of  duties  on  beer  and 
spirits.  It  is  bound  to  embarrass  the  Revenue  departments 
greatly,  and  at  a  bad  time  too.  Aerated-water  manu- 
facturers are  strongly  opposed  to  the  proposals,  and  at  a 
meeting  on  Wednesday  decided  that  they  are  unworkable. 
Mr^  Glyn-Jones  is  associated  with  them,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  Parliament  are  considering  the  matter.  Generally 
the  feeling  among  M.P.s  is  that  the  duties  will  be 
adopted.  No  date  has  yet  been  given  as  to  when  that 
will  be,  the  resolutions  quoted  being  singular  as  to  this 
omission.  In  the  meantime  it  may  suffice  to  state  that 
manufacturers  reckon  that  30-oz.  syphons  will  be 
advanced  by  Is.  bd.  per  dozen  and  40-oz.  by  2s.

German  Table-waters. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Tyson  Wilson,  M.P.  for  West  Hough- 
ton, Lord  Robert  Cecil  stated,  on  April  5,  that  several 
cases  of  sale  of  table-waters  of  alleged  enemy  origin  had 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Home  Department,  but 
inquiry  has  shown  them  to  be  part  of  stocks  in  this  country 
before  the  war  or  of  British  manufacture. 

Sir  A.  Markham :  Is  the  right  hon.  gentleman  aware 
that  a  large  quantity  of  these  waiters  are  pumped  out  of 
the  Thames?  (Laughter.) 


The  Dye-industry. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  28,  Mr.  Basil  Peto 
M.P.,  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  a  ques- 
tion about  dyestuff  supplies  to  textile  industries,  and 
Mr.  Runciman  replied  that  the  Committee  appointed 
will  determine  within  the  limits  of  its  terms  of  reference. 
the  precise  matter  to  be  included  within  its  survey. 

Export  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia. 
Mr.  F.  D.  Acland,  M.P.,  informed  Sir  Walter  Essex  on 
March  28  that  the  general  prohibition  of  the  issue  of 
licences  for  the  export  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  has  now 
been  in  operation  for  two  and  a-half  months,  and  farmers, 
have  had  an  ample  opportunity  for  purchasing  their  sup- 
plies. Considerable  supplies  have  been  secured  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,  but  as  there  is  not  sufficient  agricultural 
demand  to  prevent  congestion  of  supplies,  and  the  risk  of 
closing  down  works  in  some  of  the  chief  producing  centres, 
it  has  been  decided  to  resume  the  issue  of  licences  after 
the  end  of  this  month.  Care  will,  however,  be  taken"  to 
see  that  safuciont  supplies  are  retained  in  this  country  to 
meet  all  home  needs. 

Chemists  and  the  Ministry  of  Munitions. 
Sir  William  Pearce,  M.P.  for  Limehouse,  asked  the  Minis- 
ter of  Munitions  on  April  4  to  give  the  names  and  salaries 
of.  the  permanent  staff  of  chemists  employed  in  research 
upon  explosives  or  upon  whose  advice  explosives  are 
adopted. — Mr.  Lloyd  George  replied  that  explosives  are 
adopted  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Director-General  of  Munitions  Design, 
who  in  this  matter  is  advised  by  the  Ordnance  Committee 
and  by  the  Superintendent  of  Research.  The  permanent 
staff  of  chemists  employed  under  the  Superintendent  of 
Research  consists  of  a  superintending  Ghemist,  a  principal 
assistant,  three  research  chemists,  and  seven  assistant 
chemists.  Of  these  four  are  at  present  on  loan  to  other 
Departments. 

Sanatogen. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  April  4,  Mr.  J.  G.  Butcher, 
M.P.  for  York,  put  a  question  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  as  to  the  production  in  this 
country  of  Sanatogen  by  A.  von  Wulfing,  Berlin, 
and  the  exportation  of  the  article. — Mr.  Runciman, 
replying,  said  he  is  aware  of  the  facts  relating 
to  the  ownership  of  the  Sanatogen  business,  and  that 
articles  which  are  said  to  be  of  the  same  composition  are 
produced  by  British  firms  in  this  country.  The  Customs 
authorities  were  requested  by  the  War  Trade  Department 
to  treat  Sanatogen  in  the  same  way  as  a  certain  other 
product,  because  both  these  products  contain  casein,  for 
the  export  of  which  to  certain  destinations  a  licence  is 
required.  The  purchase-price  of  the  Sanatogen  sold  to 
neutral  couiitries  by  ths  branch  of  the  business  here  is  sent 
to  this  country.  The  Advisory  Committee  have  this  case 
under  their  consideration,  and,  pending  the  receipt  of  the 
Committee's  recommendation,  he  does  not  think  it  advisable 
to  take  any  further  steps  at  present. 

In  reply  to  a  further  question  by  Mr.  Butcher  as  'to 
profits  from  the  sale  of  Sanatogen  in  neutral  countries  not 
reaching  Germany,  Mr.  Runciman  said  the  money  will  be 
sent  to  this  country. 

On  Wednesday,  April  5,  Mr.  Butcher  asked  the  Homo 
Secretary  whether,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that,  in  a 
recent  case  against  J.  von  Wulfing  &  Co.,  it  was  admitted 
by  witnesses  called  on  behalf  of  Herr  von  Wulfing  that 
Max  Miiller,  his  London  manager,  has  no  special  knowledge 
of  the  special  processes  involved  in  the  manufacture  of 
Sanatogen,  he  will  take  steps  to  secure  the  internment  of 
this  enemy  alien  of  military  age. — Mr.  Herbert.  Samuel, 
in  reply,  said  he  would  inquire  into  the  matter.  The 
question  of  dealing  with  the  business  of  Wulfing  &  Co. 
under  the  recent  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Amendment 
Act  is,  he  understands,  now  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  he  is  awaiting  their  decision  in 
the  matter. 

Mr.  Butcher :  Does  not  the  question  relate  not  merely 
to  the  business,  but  the  internment  of  a  particular  gentle- 
man of  military  age? — Mr.  Runciman:  Yes,  but  the  one  : 
is  closely  dependent  upon  the  other.  If  the  business  oould 
be  wound  up,  then  perhaps  this  question  would  be  more 
easily  dealt  with. 

[Mr.  Butcher  informed  our  Parliamentary  representative 
on  Wednesday  that  he  has  forwarded  a  considerable  amount 
of  information  to  the  Board  of  Trade  giving  details  of 
the  business  of  the  Sanatogen  Co.,  and  more  particularly 
the  actual  position  "of  Mr.  Max  Miiller.  The  hon.  member 
expects  that  this  will  be  considered  by  the  Advisory  Com-  , 
mittee,  and  that  the  company  will  be  wound  up  and  Mr. 
Max  Miiller  interned.]

A  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  March  29,  Mr.  F.  Ransom  (Vice- 
President)  in  the  chair.    Reference  was  made  to  the  death 

of  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  News- 
holme,  Sheffield,  and  Mr. 
G.  Weddell,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  and  the  Secretaries 
were  instructed  to  send 
letters  of  condolence  to  the 
relatives. 

Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett 
(Hon.  Secretary)  reported 
that  'following  Major 
Peck's  resignation  of  the 
Presidential  chair,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  increasing- 
pressure  of  military 
duties,  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, he  had  written  to 
the  Acting  President  (Mr. 
J.  C.  Umney)  inviting  him 
to  accept  the  Presidency 
for  the  remainder  of  the 
current  year.  Mr.  Umney 
has  replied  that,  acting  under  medical  advice,  he  is  com- 
pelled to  give  up  all  public  work  for  a  time,  and  therefore 
he  is  unable  to  accept  the  Presidency.  Dr.  David  Hooper 
having  expressed  his  willingness  to  allow  his  name  to  go 
forward  for  nomination,  the  Executive  unanimously  elected 
him  as  President  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year. 

Mr.  I.  Bourdas  wrote  resigning  his  position  as  one  of 
the  Auditors,  in  consequence  of  ill-health.  The  resignation 
was  accepted  with  regret.  A  Sub-Committee  was  appointed 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  annual  meet- 
ing, the  date  of  which  was  provisionally  fixed  for  July  19.

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

The  London  Section  met  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
W.,  on  April  3,  Mr.  Arthur  R.  Ling  in  the  chair.  The 
first  business  was  a  paper  on  The  Federation  of  the  Interests 
of  - Applied  and  Pure  Chemistry  in  an  Imperial  Union  of 
Bodies  Representing  the  Vaiious  Branches,  by  Professor 
H.  E.  Armstrong,  F.R.S.  In  introducing  the  subject 
Professor  Armstrong  pointed  out  that  if  science  is  to  com- 
mand influence  it  must  talk  the  language  of  our  common 
life.  Much  of  our  scientific  language  is  mere  jargon.  He 
set  out  the  proposition  that  it  is  desirable  to  found  an 
Imperial  Society  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Chemistry,  if 
we  are  to  recover  our  position  in  the  chemical  wprld. 
There  are  difficulties,  some  of  which  he  enumerated,  but 
these  must  be  faced  and  overcome.  Personal  feelings  must 
be  put  aside  in  favour  of  a  policy  that  will  safeguard  our 
scientific  interests.  Taking  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine 
as  an  example,  he  showed  what  had  been  done  by  federating 
some  seventeen  Societies  and  giving  them  a  home  in  the 
magnificent  building  at  Wimpole  Street.  It  was  desirable 
to  effect  a  similar  union  of  chemical  science  and  industry, 
with  sub-sections  representing  pure  and  applied  chemistry, 
iron  and  steel,  brewing,  gas,  analysis,  mineralogy,  pharma- 
cology, biology,  etc.,  to  provide  them  with  a  house  and  a 
common  library,  with  perhaps  a  club  in  association  with 
the  Society.  Mr.  A.  C.  Chapman,  who  opened  the  dis- 
cussion, directed  his  remarks  to  the  different  conditions 
prevailing  among  medical  men,  who  are  all  on  a  level  so 
far  as  legal  qualification  is  concerned,  whereas  with 
chemists  the  differences  between  their  various  sections  are 
.  very  great.  He  suggested  that  the  matter  might  be  con- 
sidered along  with  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Chemical  Society  for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  all 
efforts.  Dr.  L.  T.  Thorpe  gave  the  scheme  his  warm 
approval,  as  also  did  the  Chairman  of  the  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne  Section  (Professor  H.  Louis),  who  emphasised  the 
value  of  the  club  side  of  the  scheme.  Dr.  Chas.  Carpenter 
(President  of  the  Society)  made  the  suggestion  that  a 
joint  meeting  of  chemists  might  be  held  in  the  building  of 
the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  so  that  they  might  see 
what  had  been  accomplished  there.  Mr.  Buttorfield  sug- 
gested that  the  new  house  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  is 
larger  than  the  Institute  requires,  and  room  .might  be 
found  there  for  the  Society.    Mr.  Maben,  as  perhaps  the 


only  member  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  prcssnt,  said 
that  if  the  meeting  communicated  with  Mr.  Macalister  he 
had  no  doubt  that  a  meeting  at  the  Royal  Society's  House 
could  be  arranged.  He  added  that  what  is  wanted  is  a 
man  to  carry  out  the  idea.  In  the  case  of  medi- 
cine, Mr.  Macalister  was  that  man,  and  it  took 
him  about  ten  years  to  get  the  scheme  through.  Reply- 
ing to  the  discussion,  Professor  Armstrong  said  he  had 
no  faith  in  the  Committee  referred  to  by  Mr.  Chapman, 
and  he  appealed  to  the  younger  men  to  take  up  this  work. 
He  hoped  that  by  next  August  steps  would  be  taken  to 
hold  such  a  meeting  at  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  as 
had  been  suggested.  Papers  on  rubber  and  naphthalm 
were  also  communicated.

Council-meeting . 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  April  5.  The  Councillors 
present  were  :  Mr.  E.  White  (President),  Mr.  E.  T.  Neather- 
coat  (Vice-President),  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  (Treasurer),  and 
Messrj.  F.  E.  Bilson,  A.  S.  Campkin,  W.  G.  Cross,  J.  H. 
Cuff,  W.  L.  Currie,  F.  J.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  J.  P. 
Gilmour,  C.  E.  A.  Goode,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F.  Harrington,  J. 
Keall,  L.  M.  Parry,  and  P.  F.  Rowsell. 
Before  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  passed, 
Mr.  Parry  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  mention 
was  made  of  the  deputation  to  the  Council  from  the  Home 
Counties  Organisation  Committee  regarding  participation  in 
trade  matters. 

The  -President  explained  that  the  discussion  which  resulted 
cleared  the  air  as  regards  the  powers  of  the  Council  and 
the  views  expressed  by  the  deputation.  A  note  to  this 
effect  was  added  and  the  minutes  were  approved. 

Deaths. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  G.  T.  W. 
Newsliolme,  Sheffield,  Past-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  took  place  on  February  29  (see  C.  <k  D., 
March  4,  p.  43).  The  President  briefly  referred  to  the 
outstanding  features  of  Mr.  Newsholme's  pharmaceutical 
career,  and  then  proposed  a  resolution  of  condolence  to  be. 
sent  to  the  family.  The  resolution  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Cross,  supported  by  Mr.  Harrincton  and  Mr.  Gifford, 
and  carried  in  silence,  all  the  members  standing. 

Reference  was  also  made  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Alexandcr 
Davidson,  Ph.C,  Montrose,  and  Dr.  E.  Heckel,  Marseilles, 
the  latter  a  corresponding  member  (see  0.  &  D.,  March  4, 

p-  38)- 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
The  election  then  took  place  of  twenty-seven  members  and 
twenty-four  student  associates;  and  twenty-one  persons  were 
restored  to  their  former  positions  in  the  Society.  One  name 
was  restored  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists..  The 
Registrar  reported  that  he  had'  registered  forty-six  appren- 
tices or  students.

10s.,  and,  referring  to  the  needs  of  the  Orphan  Fund, 
said  that  there  is  another  orphan  whom  it  is  proposed  to 
nominate  for  the  London  Orphan  Asylum. 

Mr.  Harrington,  referring  to  the  increased  number  of 
claims  on  the  Orphan  Fund,  said  this  is  probably  due  to  the 
large  accession  of  members. 

The  report  wes  adopted,  and  a  resolution  passed  authoris- 
ing the  nomination  of  D.  T.  Atkin  to  the  London  Orphan 
Asylum. 

.  Library  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  .Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  was 1  submitted  by  the  Vice-President.  This 
consisted  largely  of  formal  matters,  including  approval  of 
an  account  of  47.  10s.  2(7.  fcr  house-repairs. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Parliamentary  and  General  Pukfoses  Committee. 
The  report  of  this  Committee  referred  to  the  restrictions 
on  the  purchase  cf  glycerin  by  chemists,  it  being  stated 
that  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  would  endeavour  to  obtain 
an  extension  of  the  uses  to  which  glycerin  can  be  put.  No 
action  was  taken  in  regard  to*  the  appointment  of  an  un- 
qualified person  as  dispenser  at  a  large  provincial  infirmary. 

Local  Associations  Executive  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  Committee  was  included  in  that  of 
the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes  Committee.  The 
report  stated  that  there  are  now  115  Committees,  represent- 
ing 25.543,000  prescriptions,  supporting  the  scheme  of  the 
Central  Checking  Bureau.  The  remaining  Committees  num- 
bered twenty-seven,  of  which  two  represented  2,590,000  pre- 
scriptions, and  the  other  twenty-five  Committees  2,051,000. 
In  most  cases  private  arrangements  for  checking  accounted 
for  non-adhesion  to  the  Society's  scheme.  The  staff  has 
completed  200,000  of  the  750,000  prescriptions  received,  and 
the  remainder  have  been  practically  checked.  On  the  whole, 
the  pricing  has  been  fairly  well  done,  due,  probably,  to  the 
assistance  given  to  the  Pricing  Bureaus  in  their  early  stages, 
and  the  errors,  though  numerous,  do  not  involve  a  large 
money  total.  The  method  of  collecting  and  returning  tho 
prescriptions  is  working  smoothly.  The  interim  report  of 
the  chartered  accountants  who  are  investigating  the  question 
of  the  establishment-charge  was  received,  and  the  accountants 
were  instructed  to  complete  their  investigations.

ENTGX.ASTD. 

Blackpool.  — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  April  1,  the  question  of  the  recruiting  of  chemists  was 
discussed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee  that  applications  for  exemption  from  mili- 
tary service  should  be  made  for  those  chemists  and  assist- 
ants who,  it  has  been  decided,  are  indispensable.  This 
does  not  include  employes  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  for  whom  applica- 
tion is  being  made  at  Nottingham.  A  member  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  pointed  out  that  the  Committee  could 
hardly  appeal  for  the  whole  of  the  chemis>i\s  en  bloc,  seeing 
that  some  of  them  did  little  Insurance  dispensing.  Mr. 
D.  J.  Bailey,  chemists'  representative,  explained  the  posi- 
tion rather  fully,  and  promised  that  the  Sub-Committee, 
which  is  to  be  given  power  to  act  in  the  matter,  will  be 
supplied  with  the  fullest  details  of  each  case. 

Bolton. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
March  30,  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  make  such 
representations  to  the  Military  Tribunal  as  they_  considered 
essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  pharmaceutical  service 
for  insured  persons. 


Bristol. —The  Insurance  Committee  has  granted  the 
application  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  200/.  as 
administrative  expenses  in  respect  of  the  present  year. 
For  366,323  prescriptions  last  year  the  Bristol  pharmacists 
rendered  accounts  for  10,509/.  6s.  lid.  to  the  Drug  Fund. 
The  accounts  were  amended  to  10,382/.  4s.  3c?.,  and  advances 
were  made  amounting  to  8,308/.  4s.  9cZ.  The  average  cost 
of  the  prescriptions  was  6.8c7. 

Herefordshire.  —At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee 
recommended  that  panel  chemists  should  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  Id.  per  script  in  respect  of  the  scripts  submitted 
for  the  months  of  January  (116/.  6s.  4cZ.)  and  February 
(92/.  10s.  lid.)  1916.  On  a  consideration  of  the  contribution 
required  for  the  Central  Prescription-pricing  Bureau  the" 
Chairman  said  it  is  hoped  that  as  a  result  of  establishing 
the  Bureau  it  will  be  possible  to  square  up  the  chemists' 
accounts,  but  this  is  not  possible  at  present. 

Plymouth.— On  March  29  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  Messrs.  Ancliffe,  Park,  Roper,  and  the  Secre- 
tary, with  representatives  of  the  Plymouth  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, conferred  with  two  military  representatives  in 
regard  to  the  recruiting  of  chemists'  assistants.  The  infor- 
mation before  the  meeting  showed  that  twenty-eight  out  of 
an  available  total  of  forty-two  assistants  connected  with 
pharmacy  have  recently  joined  the  Forces.  The  list  of  the 
remaining  fourteen  was  considered ;  four  of  these  have 
expressed  their  willingness  to  join  up,  and  four  were  starred 
as  indispensable  for  the  present.  With  the  exception  of  one 
case  in  which  a  chemist  enlisted,  no  proprietors  or  partners 
have  been  taken. 

Portsmouth.  —At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  March  30;  allegations  against"  chemists  of  in- 
accurate dispensing  were  made  by  Dr.  Mulvany.  He  said 
that  in  at  least  two  instances  he  found  that  other  drugs 
were  substituted  for  those  ordered  in  the  prescription.  Mr. 
W.  R.  Atterbury  said  this  is  a  grave  charge  to  bring 
against  chemists  as  a  body,  and  he  thought  before  such  a 
statement  is  publicly  made  it  should  come  before  one  of  the 
Sub-Committees,  so  as  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any 
foundation  for  it.  The  Chairman  said  there  is  no  reference 
in  any  of  the  reports  before  the  meeting  on  which  to 
base  this  discussion.  The  Clerk  would  doubtless  make  a 
note  of  it,  and  if  there  is  anything  in  the  allegation  the 
proper  authorities  could  be  moved  to  action,  but  to  make 
such  charges  without  evidence  to  support  them  is  rather 
rough  on  the  chemists.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee.  The  Finance  Sub-Com- 
mittee reported  that  253/.  19s.  10c?.,  or  5^d.  in  the  script, 
had  been  paid  to  chemists  for  January  dispensing.  It  is 
hoped  to  raise  the  grant  to  6c?.  per  script.  A  sum  of 
104/.  3s.  Ad.  was  allotted  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
to  be  raised  by  a  deduction  of  Is.  in  the  pound  from  the 
monthly  sums  payable  to  panel  chemists.  A  recommenda- 
tion was  adopted  granting  a  fee  of  6c?-.  in  respect  of  each 
prescription  marked  "Urgent"  by  the  practitioner  by 
whom  it  is  issued,  which  is  presented  to  the  chemist  for 
dispensing,  and  is  dispensed,  between  the  hours  of  9  p.m. 
and  8.30  a.m.,  and  after  1  p.m.  on  early-clcsing  days,  or  on 
Sundays,  and  that  an  additional  bd.  be  allowed  for  pre- 
scriptions issued  and  dispersed  on  a  public  holiday. 

Sheffield. — A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held  on  April  5.  Mr.  Thomas  Marples  asked  to  be  allowed 
to  resign  from  the  chemists'  panel,  which  was  agreed  to, 
and  the  name  of  Mr.  Charles  Hayden  Hallett  was  added 
to  the  panel.  The  Commissioners  have  refused  to  allow  the 
supply  of  dressings  to  be  held  by  medical  practitioners  at 
cost-price  plus  33g  per  cent.,  and  recommend  the  payment 
for  emergeacy  dressings,  etc.,  at  a  flat  rate.  The  Panel 
Committee  considered  this  rate  should  be  2s.  per  annum  for 
each  100  persons.  The  Commissioners  are  to  be  asked  to 
sanction  this  rate.  The  recruiting  of  chemists  and  their 
assistants  was  also  considered,  and  the  Clerk  was  instructed 
to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  exemption 
for  those  persons  whose  names  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Recruiting.  Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  asked 
when  the  panel  chemists  would  be  paid  the  5  per  cent, 
granted  on  the  1915  balance.  The  Clerk  sa'id.he-was  unable 
to  say,  as  the  Commissioners  have  not  given  their  sanction. 
In  reply  to  a  furrier  question,  he  said  the  balance  for 
January's  accounts  would  be  posted  at  once. 

WALES. 

Kerthyr  Tydvil.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  on 
March  28,  when  discussion  ensued  on  the  matter  of  "  Rep. 
mist."  A  joint  report  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
agreed  that  the  us©  of  "  Rep.  mist."  prescriptions  is_  not 
in  the  best  interests  of  insured  persons,  and  that  it  be 
not  allowed  after  June  30.    The  report  was  adopted. 
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Trade  Report. 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drags, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

Business  is  of  a  somewhat  "  patchy "  character,  and  the 
difficulties  under  which  it  is  conducted  accumulate  rather 
than  otherwise.  We  are  getting  accustomed  to  pounces 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  prohibiting  imports  and  exports, 
and  this  week  gum  tragacanth,  senna  and  pods,  and  spices 
(excluding  pepper)  have  come  under  the  export-ban,  much 
to  the  disgust  of  exporters  and  brokers,  who  are  not  con- 
sulted before  action  is  taken.  Adjustment  of  prices  owing 
to  increased  Budget  duties  has  occupied  the  attention  of 
the  produce-trade,  and  articles  like  cocoa-butter,  glucose, 
tamarinds,  soy,  and  saccharin  have  been  automatically 
advanced,  the  latter  by  Is.  bd.  per  oz.  Following  the 
rise  in  rectified  and  methylated  spirit  is  •  an  advance  of 
Zd.  in  methylated  ethers  and  all  spirituous  preparations 
have  proportionately  advanced.  Tartaric  and  citric  acids 
are  again  higher.  Potash  bromide  is  cheaper ;  hexamine 
is  dearer  and  methyl  salicylate  easier.  Cod-liver,  oil  has 
had  a  spectacular  advance  in  Norway,  but  buyers  here 
are  indifferent.    The  chief  alterations  are  indicated  below  :

Curacao  aloes 
is  lower  at  12c.  per  lb.  Jalap  is  firmer  at  9c.  Cartagena 
ipecacuanha  is  lower  at  $2.65,  and  mandrake-root  is  also 
lower  at  7c.  per  lb.

Bromides. — Judging  from  American  advices,  there  does 
not  seem  much  prospect  of  increased  supplies  becoming 
available.  At  the  moment  the  market  is  fairly  well 
supplied,  but  the  stocks  cannot  last  long,  and  the  present 
nigh  prices  are  expected  to  be  maintained  on  that  side. 


The  English  makers  have,  however,  reduced  the  price  of 
potassium  by  Is.  per  lb.  to  24s.,  and  sodium  to  17s.; 
ammonium  is  unchanged  at  22s.  Dealers  offer  American 
granular  potassium  at  21s.  net. 

Camphor  (Japanese). — Monopoly  camphor  has  been  ad- 
vanced by  5s.  per  cwt.  to  140s.  for  "  B,"  and  by  3s.  bd. 
per  cwt.  to  151s,  for  "  B.B."  quality  on  c.i.f.  terms.  Tli3 
advance  is  on  account  of  the  large  demand  for  camphor 
in  the  United  States.  The  U.S.  Consul  at  Yokohama 
(January  31)  reports  to  Washington  as  follows:  An  increase 
in  orders  since  ihe  middle  of  September  1915  has  raised 
the  price  of  camphor  in  Japan,  and  in  January  1916  it 
has  reached  a  point  where  slab  camphor  is  cuoted  at 
$33  3b  per  100  lb.  These  are  godown  prices  and  not  f.o.b. 
A  despatsh  published-  in  "  Commerce  Reports  "  for  Octo- 
ber 27,  1915,  quoted  a  local  report  which  appeared  to  indi- 
cate that  there  were  no  buyers  of  slab  camphor  even  at 
$23.15  iper  100  lb.  This  was  due  undoubtedly  to  the 
ambiguity  in  a  statement,  giving  several  quotations,  upon 
which  the  conversion  of  figures  was  based.  Kobe  is  the 
principal  market  for  the  sale  of  camphor  for  export  from 
Japan,  and  Mr.  G.  N.  West,  American  Consul  at  that 
place,  has  obtained  from  the  two  largest  dealers  a  state- 
ment that  in  September  1915  raw  camphor  was  quoted  at 
$28.45  per  100  lb.,  and  slab  camphor  at  $30.87.  The  total 
capacity  of  the  camphor  refineries  is  about  8,000,000  "b.  per 
annum.  The  yearly  output  varies  between  3,000,000  and 
5,000,000  lb.,  according  to  the  amount  o'f  crude  camphor 
supplied  by  the  Government  Camphor  Monopo'y,  which 
regulates  this  output  in  accordance  with  the  demand  and 
supply.  The  quantities  of  slab  camphor  exported  from 
Japan  in  the  last  five  months  of  1915  were :  August, 
366,802;  September,  420,043;  October,  492,270;  November, 
424,521;  December,  454,376;   total,  2,158,012  lb. 

Cannabis  Indica. — The  last  business  was  at  8s.  6e7.  per  lb. 
for  genuine  Bombay  tops,  but  sellers  of  the  only  parcel 
available  have  temporarily  withdrawn. 

Cassia  Lignea. — At  auction  1,157  cases  (Naval  Prize)  offered 
and  sold  without  reserve,  with  all  faults,  at  from  64s.  to 
68s.  bd.  for  fair  selected,  and  60s.  to  62s.  bd.  for  ordinary. 
Private  market  is  steady  at  77s.  bd.  for  selected  on  spot, 
and  65s.  for  broken.

Cinchona. — The  declarations  for  the  Amsterdam  tender 
held  on  March  29  consisted  of  11,741  packages  weighing 
959,229  kilos,  manufacturing  bark  and  containing  58,882 
kilos,  quinine  sulphate.  The  average  percentage  of  quinine 
in  the  bark  is  6.14.  Of  the  above  the  equivalent  of  40,556 
kilos,  was  taken  up  by  makers  at  a  preliminary  unit  of 
13.02  cents,  against  a  preliminary  unit  of  12.56c.  at  the 
last  tender,  and  9.22c.  at  the  January  tender.  At  the 
auction  of  pharmaceutical  bark  held  on  March  30,  1,236 
packages  (576  bales  and  660  cases)  were  offered,  weighing 
36,808  kilos.,  the  quinine  content  being  1,838  kilos.  The 
equivalent  of  361  kilos,  quinine  sold  at  prices  varying 
from  25c.  to  82c.  In  the  London  drug-auction-  seven' bales 
of  fair  Bolivian  cultivated  Calisaya  quill  were  limited  at 
Is.  per  lb. 

Citeic  Acid. — Another  Id.  dearer  at  3s.  10d.,  which  has 
been  paid  for  spot  stuff  from  second-hands.  English  makers 
are  not  offering. 

Chloeal  Hydrate  in  rather  more  inquiry ;  lis.  per  lb. 
in  bond  is  current  value. 

Cocaine  varies  from  29s.  to  30s.  per  oz.  less  5  per  cent, 
for  hydrochloride. 

Cod-livee  Oil. — The  Norwegian  refiners  continue  to  drive 
up  prices,  so  much  so  that  wholesale  druggists  show  not 
the  least  inclination  to  stock.  The  business  from  this  side 
will  therefore  be  from  hand  to  mouth,  seeing  that  the 
summer  months  are  approaching.  From  590s.  to  600s.  per 
barrel  c.i.f.  is  quoted  for  finest  new  oil  for  prompt  ship- 
ment, and  a  small  business  has  been  done  at  slightly 
less.  Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on  March  27  that 
the  Norwegian  cod-fisheries  are  only  making  very  slow 
progress.  The  Lofoten  and  Romsdal  districts  last  week  each 
yielded  2i  millions  of  cod,  and  all  the  other  districts  -  to- 
gether only  about  two  millions.

Hydrocyanic  Acid. 

Sib, — Mr.  Dott  takes  up  a  rather  illogical  position,  inas- 
much as  he  first  of  all  supplies  practical  proof  of  the  exist- 
ence of  sodium  argentocyanide  in  the  determination  of 
hydrocyanic  acid  by  employing  the  1898  B. P.  method  along 
with  chloride  ions  as  indicator,  and  then  denies  that  such 
•a  compound  exists.  The  very  fact  that  the  positive  argent 
ions,  added  to  the  solution,  do  not  react  with  the  chloride 
ions  in  .the  presence  of  the  alkali  cyanide  until  excess  of 
argent  ions — over  those  required  to  form  the  sodium  salt 
of  argentocyanic  acid — have  been  added,  is  proof  that  no 
positive  argent  ions  exist  in  the  solution  at  this  stage  of 
the  determination.  In  other  words,  the  positive  argent 
ions,  added  to  the  solution,  now  form  part  of  the  complex 
negative  radicle  represented  by  the  formula  Ag(CN)2,  and 
this  is  correctly  termed  the  argentocyanide  radicle.

by  the  Conference  of  Local  Associations  in  May.  Perhaps 
"  G.  F.  E."  wiirbring  the  matter  before  his  local  Associa- 
tion, and  induce  the  members  to  instruct  their  delegates 
to  support  the  resolutions  at  the  Conference.  May  I  also 
appeal  for  the  support  of  other  Associations  all  over  the 
country? — as  it  is  felt  that  if  this  matter  were  fairly  placed 
before  the  Commissioners,  that  chemists  are  in  many  oases 
supplying  drugs  and  appliances  under  actual  cost-price,  im- 
mediate relief  might  be  obtained,  without  waiting  for  our 
contracts  to  expire.

A  Mixture  which  Clears. 

Sir, — Can  you  tell  me  why  ithe  following  mixture,  after 
standing  a  day,  goes  perfectly  clear  with  a  crystalline 
deposit  ?

When  first  made  it  is  cloudy,  as  one  would  expect,  but 
after  standing  it  behaves  as  reported  above. — Yours  faith- 
fully, Dispenser.  (163/7.)  ' 
[We  have  been  unable  to  obtain  the  results  which  you 
describe.  With  us  the  mixture  aemams  cloudy  apparently 
indefinitely,  and  no  crystalline  deposit  is  visible,  even  in 
.minute  quantity.  There  does  not  appear  to  us  any  reason 
'for  expecting  the  mixture  to  clear  or  deposit.  There  are 
only  two  suggestions  that  we  can  advance  as  possibly 
influencing  the  change  which  you  have  experienced  in  the 
mixture — very  hard  tap-water  or  some  variation  in  the 
phenazone.  The  phenazone  which  we  have  used  was  in 
stock  before  the  war.] 

Legal  Queries. 

The  majority  of  difficulties  in  regard  to  trade  law  are  explained 
in  the  legal  section  rf  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary," 
1916,  beginning  on  rage  341. 


Pino  (173/60)  asks  if  it  is  legal  to  sell  aqueous  tinctures— 
e.g.,  aqueous  tincture  of  rhubarb  [It  is,  but  the  vendor 
must  be  most  careful  in  ensuring  that  the  purchaser  wants 
aqueous  tinoture  of  rhubarb,  and  knows  before  the  purchase 


i3  complete  that  it  is  aqueous  tincture  he  is  obtaining, 
and  not  what  is  generally  known  to  the  public  as  "  tincture 
of  rhubarb  " — namely,  tr.  rhei  co.  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia.] 

Bewildered  (28/3)  asks  whether  an  agreement  between  a 
landlord  and  tenant  whereby  the  latter  deducts  the  pro- 
perty-tax for  the  year  from  the  quarterly  payments  of  rent 
in  equal  instalments  instead  of  deducting  the  whole  amount 
from  the  one  payment  of  rent  is  legal.  He  also  asks  at 
what  rate  the  tax  has  been  since  Christmas  1914.  [We  do 
not  consider  that  the  arrangement  is  illegal.  In  December 
1914  the  rate  of  tax  was  raised  from  Is.  33.  to  Is.  8d.  in  the 
pound;  in  April  1915  it  was  increased  to  2s.  6c?.,  and  by 
the  last  Budget  to  3s.] 

W.  F.  (179/71),  F.  N.  (178/58),  and  S.  G.  M.  (178/72).— 
Restrictions  on  the  Sale  of  Glycebin. — These  only  apply 
to  glycerin  which  is  purchased  under  a  guarantee  that  it 
will  not  be  used  for .  other  purposes  than  making  B.P. 
preparations  and  filling  medical  prescriptions.  There  is 
no  general  prohibition  of  the  use  of  glycerin  in  toilet- 
preparations  or  the  sale  over  the  counter,  but  as  stocks 
cannot  be  renewed  unless  the  guarantee  referred  to  above 
is  given  it  is  advisable  to  limit  as  much  as  possible  the 
uses  of  glycerin  that  is  in  stock. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


S.  S.  <£•  B.  (171/44).— The  diluent  used  in  cream-of-tartar 
substitute  may  be  any  starch,  but  it  is  usually  thought 
that  some  starches  are  better  than  others  because  they  are 
less  prone  to  absorb  moisture. 

/.  S.  B.  (48/49). — Minimum  Price-list  fob  Retail  Drugs. 
This  was  first  suggested  by  Mr.  John  E.  Lee  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  September  24,  1910,  p.  85.  The 
list  was  founded  on  the  prices  paid  at  various  shops  and 
suggestions  made  for  standard  prices.  It  is  only  fair  to 
add  that  some  of  the  prices  there  suggested  are  pot  suit- 
able at  the  present  time,  when  the  prices  of  chemicals  and 
drugs  have  been  enhanced  by  the  war. 

If.  B.  (172/55). — Softening  Dried  Peas. — The  powder 
used  for  this  purpose  is  a  mixture  of  sodium  chloride 
2  parts,  sodium  bicarbonate  1  part.  Half  an  ounce  is 
sprinkled  over  1  lb.  of  peas,  and  enough  boiling  water 
added  to  cover  the  peas.  After  twelve  hours'  steeping  the 
peas  are  put  into  fresh  water,  with  a  tablespoonful  of 
sugar,  and  boiled  for  ten  minutes. 

Cinchona  (39/87). — Fliickiger  and  Hanbury's  Pharmaco- 
graphia  "  was  first  published  in  1874  and  a  second  edition 
in  1879,  after  the  death  of  Daniel  Hanbury.  "  Science 
Papers  "  was  published  in  1876  by  Thomas  Hanbury,  as  a 
memorial  of  his  brother,  Daniel  Hanbury.  It  was  edited 
by  Joseph  Ince.  Both  works  are  out  of  print,  but  there 
is  usually  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  them  second-hand. 

J.  A.  T).  (173/44). — "Liver-disease"  in  _  Poultry.— This 
is  generally  due  to  over-feeding  on  material  which  is  too 
fattening,  such  as  maize  and  other  starchy  foods,  or  to 
the  use  of  highly  spiced  condiments.  There  is  also  a  tuber- 
culous disease  of  the  liver,  for  which  there  is  no  cure ;  the 
only  course  is  to  destroy  all  affected  birds  and  burn  the 
carcases.  In  cases  that  can  be  treated  calomel  gr.  j.  or 
podophyllin  gr.  ^  with  pil.  rhei  co.  gr.  ij.  is  given  daily 
to  rouse  the  liver.
